Anderson Oraut, of Bt Loais, a msoibar 
of tbe bagging and cotton tie firm of War- 
ren Jonea^ Oratz, baviag a large branch 
manufactory at Muncie, testified that there 
are now but sight firms in the o mntry en- 
gaged in tba manufaotura ot cotton bag- 
gbigandtiaaaflaliHl flftaaa at tMa tiaa laat 
year. 

Tbe output of cotton bagging in 1S87 was 
about 4.s,000,aoo yards and tbe variation in 
tha prices of two poimd liagging was from 
tan and three^ourtbs eants in 18T7 to eleven 
and three-fourths cants in )6iM and seven 
and one-fourth caota in iSU.

If be raleaa tbe pries of tala prodno- 
tlont to oorraapond witb tbeeoetof blama- 
terlala, bia market abrlBka; and be cannot 
aell aa many arUole* aa be oonld at a lower 
prtoe. Tbe man who wonM baTs bongbt two

pontented wltb one, If It ecaU W. The rssalt 
Is, obviously, that bia uUor employa only 
h a 1 1 as many workmen aa he wonld do U prieas 
were lower. And no one need* to be told tbati 
If tbe tailor could make his goods at balf the 
price and tlins employ twice aa many work 
men, he woulJ liave to pay higher wages 
whethi-i Im wmiteil to or uol. It !■ never to 
the Interest of workmen I hat prices should be 
blgb. Low prices In llie long run mean a 
much greater wale of goodf* ; and t he wider the 
sale, the more nnmerons the nrllcles made, 
and therefore tbe Kreater domauJ for men to 
make them. 

These are only a sinall part of the reasons 
Why a tarltr always does and must reduce 
wafes; but they are enough (or the present. 
It Is true that the tariff Is not able entirely to 
OTereome the national tendency of wages to 
rise, any more than It Is able to prevent nil 
Imports from flowing In. The forces of nature 
•n too strong for It. But it is only when tbe 
Uilfl talla to kaap fbroign gooda out that it 
fkUs to keep boma wafss down. 

What tbe ▲is'mrlean woikmsB aaad, there- 
tun, in ordar toaaonre toblm blgber wafss Is 
aa nsar an approaeb to fNa tnida aa poaslble,
